No Organs in the Primitive Church. They. were firſt entraguc'd into the New- 
Teftament Cherob by Pope Vitalian about Six Hherdrod Years after Chriſt, 
their wſe in Divine Service a Popifh Prathice ty, the Opinion of forme Chunrch- 
Men. JMany of Opinion, they were not Churchify'd as ſoon as Vitalian's Tame . 
For there were n0 Organs mm France, azd Germany ! Aquinas's 7 mee, 
which we about Five Hundred Years ago. The Fatbers, as Clemens Alex- 
andrinus, St. Chryſoſtors, Lidore, P. Theodarer, Ambroie, Aultia ---- 
againſt the uſe of Organs in the Charch. 


SIR, 
1, FF what is wanting in the Sacred Text cou'd be made good by Au- 
I theatick Primitive Records, I ſhou'd not have artreaded this Muſi- 
cal Buſmeſs. I muſt needs fay, that 1 owe the Fathers of the Church the 
Debt of an Hgnourable Memory ; and therefore, if you had fled for Refuge 
tato the abſtruſe receptacles of venerable Antiquity, 1 wou'd not have pre- 
fum'd to hauat you out of your Burroughs; but upon a litthe ſearch into rhe 
Ancient Eccdehiaſtical Regiſters, you'll ſoon find that the Primo-Primitive- 
ow ogy never made ule of Organs in their Applications to the Heavenly 
one. | 
The Ancient Fathers in their Writings are wholly ſilent; they give us 
not the leaſt hiat that they approv'd of or had Organical Worſhip in the 
Church ; but we have a new Generation of Pipers that are wiſer than their 
Fore-Fathers, and able to fathom the /adian Gadph, 2nd if need be, rea: h: 
the twinkling Stars with a Facob's Staff. Theſe are the eraporaing Wits 
of the Age with whom alone ( it you'll} believe *m ) the Chryſtal Springs of 
Knowledge dwell, No doubt, but theſe Muſical Gentlemen drew their 
firſt breath in Tempe or Parnaſſus, and had Appollo himfelf for their Progeni- 
tor, and the Harmonious Spheres for Nurſes; for their firſt and laſt Notes 
are nothing eife, but Liſp: Aeecter and Caſtalian Lays. Bot fee how this fid- 
ling humour draws me ont o'th' way.

Theſe were the ſweet Syrers that charm'd the famons Uliſfes and*'s Compa- 
nions. And Theophraſtus tells us, that by the Art of Muſick the pain of the 
Hip-Gout has been cur'd. Here's good news to our Gouty-Pariſhiogers; if 
they can but make ſhift to ereep to Church and lay their left Ear to the

(for we've reſerv'd the beſt Wine till laſt )' the ſweet and Melodious ſound 
of the Pipes ( eſpecially if they be conſecrated ), will Effe&ually difpel all 
gloomy Thovghts out of your Minds, and you ſhall be as Merry as forty 
Beggars ina Barn, and never fall any more into the Quagmire of Melan- 
cholly and madneſs.

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muſt confeſs that the charming Melody of Organs bas not been able tg 
ie 7 an the Sacred Quire from the. great. Plague. of Sinwey. . But bath 
Ehurch and State have honorgbly Acquitted *emſclves from this Guilt,by ex+ 

poſing, the Criminals to the Righteous, and publick Ceoſre of the Law.

0? I've been told you can't regularly Ere& a pair of Organs in your Pa- 
riſh-Church, nnleſs you be Authoriz'd by ſome juſt Power ; either by ths 
King, Parliament, Convocation, Canqus, or Rubrick.. , And if you're got. 
authoriz'd by thele or ſome or one of*m, I humbly conceive you're accoun- 
table to Authority for a breach of the Law of Uniformity. - © Byt' Pm ſure 
< you've no power from His Majeſty, no warrant from any Statute EnaQt- 
& ed by Parliament, nor from-any Canon, or any Convocatian, nor from 
« any Rubrick in our Engliſh-Common-Prayer- Book, for the ſetting up 
© Organ-Worſbip in your Parochial Church. And many of the Learned
